(CP)—The United Nations Com- 
mittee on Korea instructed Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today to con- 
fine the authority ‘of the South 
Korean government below che 
thirty-eighth parallel and to set 
up a new civil administration in 
liberated North Korea. 

The commission unanimously 
approved an Australian proposal 
on the issue. 

The resolution was considered 
at a closed meeting of the com- 
mission this morning. 

The commission will meet to- 
morrow morning with Warren R. 
Austin, United States delegate, at- 
tending as a representative of the 
unified command. With the lim- 
its of authority recommended by 
the commission vote, the members 
will study the next step to take 
in Korea. 

The Australian resolution as 
ori*inally submitted to the com- 
mittee contained the folowing 
proposals: 

1. That liberated North Korea 
should not come under the au- 
thority of the South Korean gov- 
ernment but under that of the 
unified command, pending gen- 
eral elections throughout the en- 
tire peninsula to choose a unifiéd 
Korean government. 

2. That officers representing 
the various U.N. armies in Korea 
he attached to the civil govern- 
ment instituted as an interim 
measure in Korea. 

2 That the unified command 
keep the interim committee in- 
formed as to its actions to imple- 
ment these recommendations.

U.S. IMPORTS TOP EXPORTS 
FOR FIRST MONTH SINCE 1937, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP)— | 
United States imports hit a new | 
high at $819,400,000 in August 
and topped exports for the first | 
month since June 1937, the Cen- 
sus Bureau reported today. 

American exports totaled $760.- 
700,000 in August, 25 per cent 
below the monthly average of last 
year. 

That meant foreign countries. 
aided by a speedup in United 
States buying overseas since the 
Korean war began, were selling | 
the United States more goods 
than they were getting from this 
country. 

The cash “net” of foreign coun- 
tries was greater than the total 
figures indicated. The United 
States pays for all goods it brings 
in from abroad, but much of what 
it exports is furnished other coun- 
tries without charge because the 
United States Government picks 
up the tab with various aid funds.

Killings and thefts increased 
in St. Louis in the first half of

25 Pct. of Production 
for Arms. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Oct. 12 (UP)— 
The National Production Author- 
ity ordered steel producers today 
to set aside 5 to 25 per cent of 
their normal production for de- 
fense purposes. 

The exact amount set aside de- 
pends on the type of steel in- 
volved. The percentage range is 
subject to change whenever de- 
fense requirements mount. 

Today’s order, supplementing 
the previously announced produc- 
tion priorities system, permits 
steel firms to hold back for civil- 
ian consumer use amounts rang- 
ing from 75 to 95 per cent of their 
normal production. 


It also authorizes a steel pro- 
ducer to reject a defense order 
if he receives it less than 45 days 
before the first of the month in 
which it is to be delivered. 

A producer’s normal production 
is computed from his average 
monthly shipments of each steel 
product during the first eight 
months of 1950. 


Can Reject Surplus Orders. 


If defense orders sent in any 
month to a manufacturer exceed 
a certain percentage of these ship- 
ments, he can reject the surplus 
orders and it will be up to the 
Government to find someone else 
to fill them. 


No steel producer will be re- 
quired to accept defense orders 
for a total tonnage of all products 
in excess of 15 per cent in the 
case of carbon steel, and 25 per 
cent in the case of alloy steel of 
his scheduled production of ingots 
in any month.

Allen says he went to the con- 
vention with Walker and even at 
that late date they didn’t know 
the President’s choice for a run- 
ning mate; they thought it would 
be Truman but were not sure. 

When Roosevelt wrote a letter 
in longhand to Hannegan from his 
Chicago train the Saturday night 
before the convention he said he 
would be glad to run with either 
Truman or William O. .Douglas. 

Kept Letter Secret. 

“Hannegan and Pauley kept the 
contents of the letter to them- 
selves until after Roosevelt had 


accepted his nomination,” Allen | 


continues, “with the idea of leav-

Allen’s book is sprinkled with

Last Friday she filed a petition 
in probate court seeking his con- 
finement in a mental institution. 
In it she listed as one of the rea- 
sons she felt Stacy ought to be 
committed was that he “gurned 
down Haven Hall.” He made such 
an admission to her and other 
persons in Massachusetts last 
summer, she said. The petition

New car dealers, especially in 
the medium and higher priced 
fields, reported today that their 
sales have dropped as much as 33 
per cent in the last few weeks. 
This situation, they said, was 
brought about by Government 
Regulation W which requires that 
automobile purcnasers pay at least 
one-third down and pay the bal- 
ance in no more than 20 months. 

The dealers, who had frankly 
been looking forward to another 
bonanza such as they enjoyed 
just after World War II, expressed 
dismay at what has transpired. 
“T’'ve been in business 20 years 
and it’s worse ncw than I’ve ever 
seen it—why?” one dealer asked.

What’s in a Name? 
It’s Still ‘Football.’ 


HE reason defensive backs 
T are so scarce is the in- 

creased pressure brought to 
bear by forward passing, once 
used merely to loosen the de- 
fense a bit to make the ground 
attack roll and now employed 
more and more as the primary 
method of advancing the ball. 

Statistics show that in the 
National Football League, teams 
averaged 29.9 pass plays a game 
14 years ago while now they 
pitch ‘em at a rate of 54.6 a 
contest. The last five years in 
the professional league, the 
average rushing play gained 3.5 
yards, and the passing picked 
up 6.8 per play. In 1949 the 
pros still used almost twice as 
many running plays as passes, 
but passing accounted for 54.2 
per cent of the total yards 
gained. 

The colleges still don’t “own” 
as many accurate pitchers or as 
many sure-handed receivers as 
the pros, but the trend is in the 
same direction, which has made 
a passing fancy become better 
described as fancy passing. 

Bill Wade of Vanderbilt, hav- 
ing completed 32 of 53 passes 
in the Commodores’ first three 
games for an astonishing 722 
yards, appears already to be a 
worthy successor to the aging 
Baughs, Grahams, Alberts, 
Luckmans and Christmans and 
a welcome addition to the 
younger Lujacks, Waterfields, 
etc. With 10 touchdown passes, 
including three last week in an 
upset victory over Alabama, the 
sensational Wade has given 
Vandy the shot in the arm ex- 
pected when he was a sopho- 
more last year, according to 
Frank (Red) Cumiskey, former 
Washington U- assistant who 
was on the Vanderbilt coach- 
ing staff in °49.

It was disclosed by the audit 
that $10,385 passed through the '} 
committee without a record being | 
kept of the names of the con- 
tributars. This included $6235! 
which the former acting treas-. 
urer, B. E. Ragland, testified be- 
fore the Kefauver Crime Commit- 
tee had been listed under the ficti- 
tious name “J. J. Price,” Ragland 
testifying that he did not know 
the source of the money. 

The committee’s principal 
source of income was from $5 
memberships in the State Demo- 
cratic Club, the total from that 
source being $47.985. This indi- 
cates a club membership of less 
than 10,000, about half the 20.000 | 
which the former chairman, John 
H. Hendren, had set as a goal 
when he started the club organ- 
ization two years ago.

Devotees of 
the aristocrat of vegetables, the 
artichoke, will have no difficulty 
finding it in local markets this 
week. 


That old standby, cabbage, is 


very, very cheap. Be sure to serve 
it often ‘se that your family may 
have the advantage of its excel- 
lent nutritional qualities. Rich in 
both vitamin C and calcium, it 
provides an inexpensive way of 


supplying the factors which help | 
build good teeth and bones. It is | 


important that cabbage be fresh, 
however. Select heads with crisp, 
Breen leaves; then _ refrigerate 


them as soon as you get them | 


home. They should never be 


allowed to lay around at room | 


temperature. The decrease in vi- 
tamin C is much less when cab- 
bage is refrigerated. 

Potatoes are of course a good 
budget buy—and how long has it 


been since yow have made a big | 


pot of good old potato soup? Try 


adding about three-fourths of a | 


cup of grated cheese to a quart 
of the soup just before serving. 
Stir in the hot soup just long 
enough to melt; don’t boil. 

That is just one of the many 
delicious “extra” ways of using 
cheese. You probably will learn 
others during this month, when 
you will be hearing about cheese 
from all sources. With produc- 
tion of more than a billion pounds 
@éxpected this year, October has 
been designated as a_ sort of 
cheese festival. Smart shoppers 
will take advantage of the event 
to stock up on standard varieties 
and try some of those with which 
they may not be quite so familiar. 


N the fruit markets, both red 

delicious and Jonathan apples 

have dropped some _ in price 
since last week. Florida grape- 
fruit are becoming more plenti- 
ful and are reported to be sur- 
prisingly good for this early in 
the season. The first car of Flori- 
da Marsh seedless pink grape- 
fruit showed up on the auction 
late last week. And a few early 
Texas grapefruit, the first of the 
season, are beginning to make 
their appearance. 

The winter pears from Wash- 
ington and Oregon are also start- 
ing to find their way to St. Louis 
markets.

GREAT LAKES, Iil., 
Oct. 12 (AP). 


Your eyes are right, 
Your pants are tight. 


left— 
Your right. 
Sound off: One, two. . 


You'll hear this chant, and a 
hundred variations of it, on the 
shore of Lake Michigan these 
days as the bluejackets march 
through the sharp autumn air. 

But the thousands of boys—all 
volunteers—do much more than 
drill, The Naval Training Center 
is making them ready for active 
duty with the expanding 
just as it trained more than 
1,000,000 young men in World 
War II. 

Training is fast in these uncer- 
tain days. Fourteen weeks of 
basic training has been cut to 11. 
Your son, or your neighbor’s, 
won’t do much loafing if he 
comes to Great Lakes. 

But he will learn a lot about 
seamanship, about democracy and 
about himself. 

An Immediate Change. 

You'll see a change in him a 
few hours after he gets off the 
train. The Navy will give him a 
close-cropped haircut, a knit wool 
watch cap and a temporary uni- 
form—dungarees. He won't get 
his regular uniform for about a 
month. It has to be tailored to 
fit him. 

“The average age of these boys 
is 18,” says Capt. Kelvin L. Nut- 
ting, who heads the Recruit Train- 
ing Command. “We give them 
the same fundamental training 
regardless of their future assign- 
ments. From here they will go 
on to service schools or direct 
to the fleet. 

“Here we help a boy adjust to 
living in a group... teach him 
the fundamentals of navy life— 
and of democracy .. . instill in 
him a pride in himself and in 
his service ... help him develop 
a desire for self-improvement.” 
Today’s Navy aims at being 
like a good father—firm but not 
harsh. The sailor is neither 
pushed around nor coddled. 
Barracks are spotless. The boys 
sleep in double-decker bunks— 
not in hammocks any more—and 
the bunks had better be made 
right. Recruits wash their own 
clothes. If they don’t know how, 
petty officers teach them how.

phasis on how-to-do-it movies and 
other training aids than on drill.

Recruits Approach Flames. 

Here soot-stained recruits in 
oilskins, looking as if they’d just 
come up from a coal mine, charge 
through intense heat toward gaso- 
line fires that spurt flames and 
black smoke high into the air. 
Many are scared at first, but 
they learn quickly that the flames 
—which could be disastrous if un- 
controlled on a ship—can be kept 
at bay and easily quenched by 
water sprayed through 10-foot- 
long hooked pipe applicators. 
“It gives you confidence and 
teaches you to use the equip- 
ment,” said Donald Ott of Phila- 
delphia, “but you never lose your 
respect for fire. It wouldn't be 
healthy.” 
Ott, incidentally, is a veteran 
of overseas service with the 
Eighty-second Airborne Division. 
He’s not the only man to transfer 
from another service to the Navy. 
Harvey W. Walters of Rochester, 
N. Y., is a Great Lakes “boot” 
after four years as a Marine. 


“There’s a good future in the 
Navy,” Walters said. “I have to 
think of that, with a wife and two 
children. My daughter started 
school the day I left for Great 
Lakes.”

They repudiated Rhee in favor of 
genuine’ political independents 
left of center. 

“I believe North Korea would 
show the same tendencies in an 
election.

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Injustice to a Soldier 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Almost two years ago I investigated 
the Army Organized Reserve Corps, and 
was told that if I joined and later was 
called to active service, my family 
would receive approximately $200 per 
month. That was about $70 less than 
I was bringing home to my wife at the 
time, but we decided she and the chil- 
dren could get by on the $200 if neces- 
sary. 

So I enlisted. Recently my unit was 
called to active service, and I learned 
that under the new law passed recently 
by Congress, my wife and children 
would receive only $85 from the Gov- 
ernment and $40 from my service pay— 
a total of $125 a month. 


I was told that this amount repre- 
sented the sum that Congress consid- 
ered sufficient for the living expenses 
of a w:fe and two children, and that 
there was no provision for more than 
two children. (I guess I am supposed 
to drown the other three—I have five.) 
The breakdown on this amount is 68 
cents per day per person for six people. 


I requested that my family be allot- 

a more reasonable amount of money 

in my absence, or that I be discharged 

so that I could provide for them. The 

Army refused my request, with the 

added statement that Congress believed 
its allotment sufficient. 


I know there are many other men in 
the same position as myself, some with 
even larger families and many in even 
worse positions; and some are already 
in the services. That some of these 
men might be so worried about their 
families as to be of no earthly good to 
the services I can easily understand. 

In the name of all that is fair, honest 
and just—the things that this country is 
supposed to stand for—I believe the 
Federal Government should issue the 
necessary orders to rectify this unjust 


state of affairs.

Needed: Price-Wage Policy 
October will ge down in history as the month 
when millions of Americans began to feel the 


. pinch of their common battle against inflation. 


This was the month when higher tax rates began 
to bite more deeply into pay checks. It was the 
month when credit for housing construction was 
tightened up so sharply as to foreshadow a quick 
end to the building boom. In many ways the 
Government was moving to reduce the volume of 
consumer demand which, if left to swell un- 
checked, would bid up prices again and again. 

In many ways—but with some great excep- 
tions. While other sectors of the economy are 
being brought under control, wages and prices 
are still left to find their own higher level. Ac- 
tiop has been promised, but not yet taken, to 
tax excess profits. Thus while purchasing power 
is being soaked up by some tax and fiscal poli- 
cies, more purchasing power is being pumped 
out in the form of higher wages and excess 
profits. We are trying to dam a stream while 
the stream grows bigger by the day. 

A wage policy is needed, just as a price con- 
trol policy is needed, not for the purpose of 
freezing the economy, but for the purpose of 
bringing the whole economy under control. In 
many cases wage increases are justified by the 
rise in the cost of living. Adjustments will cer- 
tainly be necessary, just as the Little Steel 
formula in World War II permitted a 15 per cent 
increase beyond the base date. But the ad- 
justments should be fitted into a national policy 
instead of being left to the naked power of 
economic forces, 

In September President Truman told - labor: 
“Do not ask for wage increases beyond what is 
needed to meet the rise in the cost of living.” 
The steelworkers are now reportedly asking for 
20 to 30 cents an hour. Does that meet the 
President’s formula? Nobody knows, because 
his formula has never been elevated from a 
mild generality to a positive wage policy. 

Now disturbing reports come from Wash- 
ington that the Administration is contemplating 
imposition of selective price controls without 
controlling the corresponding wages. We hope 
the reports are false. For if legal loopholes can 
be found to authorize such tactics there is no 
question that they would violate the spirit af 
the law. The spirit of the law calls for simul- 
taneous control of prices and wages—so does the 
spirit of a courageous fight on inflation. 

President Truman should be most sternly 
warned that any such trifling with the hazards 
of inflation will be strongly denounced by the 
great majority of Americans. 

He should be warned that the American 
people want inflation checked, and are willing to 
bear the sacrifices necessary to check it. 

He should be warned that the American 
people firmly demand that the sacrifices be 
equally shared by all groups. This means prices 
and wages under even-handed control.

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A Glaring Injustice 

There is pressing need for revision of the law 
providing Government allotments for service 
men’s dependents. How much revision is needed 
is demonstrated by the plight of the writer of 
one of today’s letters to the editor. 

For there are inequities in the law, and not 
the least is the fact that whether a member of 
the armed services has three or 10 depend- 
ents, his allotment from the Government is the 
same. The injustice in this case is particularly 
striking, because the family of the letter writer 
now will receive $75 a month less than they 
would have received under the old law in effect 
at the time two years ago when he agreed to 
help defend the nation by joining the reserves. 


Now his wife and five children must try to 
get along on $125 a month, for, despite the re- 
duction, the Army has refused his request for 
deferment or discharge. Yet the law provides 
that men in tHis soldier’s position should not 
be called to active duty, “to the greatest prac- 
ticable extent consistent with the needs of the 
several armed services.” 

The trouble with that restriction in the law 
is that the accompanying qualifying phrase 
makes it meaningless rhetoric. Congress should 
place at the top of its agenda an end to this in- 
justice. Either it should direct the armed ser- 
vices not to call men with more than three de- 
pendents, and no ifs or buts about it. Or it 
should provide service men’s dependents with 
at least as much money as they thought they 
would receive when the bread-winners joined 
the reserves.

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Transit Wages, Transit Fares 

The Missouri: Public Service Commission has 
decided to hoki up its decision on a fare in- 
crease for the St. Louis transit system, pending a 
wage settlement, and Gov. Smith has proposed 
terms for such a settlement. The commission 
did what was reasonable, and the Governor did 
what the guidance of state labor law called upon 
him to do. 

From the beginning it seemed impossible for 
the commission to determine reasonable future 
transit fares, without knowing what the Public 
Service Co. operating costs might be. These 
costs in turn depended on what kind of wage 
contract the company reached with its employes. 
And wages remain the primary issue. 

Gov. Smith now offers the Public Service 
Co. anal its union operators a plan for a 7-cent 
hourly pay increase retroactive to last Jan. 1, 
plus 5 cents more beginning next Jan. 1. Gov. 
Smith calls this a compromise, and the record 
of the long dispute shows that it is. 

Most of the union demands were rejected by 
a state mediation panel named under the King- 
Thompson Act. The panel proposed a modest 
7-cent hourly increase retroactive to Jan. 1. The 
union accepted this, but the company rejected it, 
and the state was compelled to seize the transit 
system to block wildcat strikes. 

Later the company offered a 4-cent pay rise 


‘ retroactive to Jan. j, 3 cents more retroactive 


to July 1, and a 5-cent rise next April 1. The 
union members voted it down. : 

A major point of contest was that, while the 
company offer left the 5-cent increase well in 
the future, it rejected the idea of paying the 
full 7-cent increase back to the date when the 
old contract expired. That is what the state 
panel recommended. Chairman Granoff of the 
panel had said: “The law of this state is clear. 
It makes retroactive dating mandatory .. .” 

Yet the state did nothing to uphold the state 
mediation panel or its interpretation of state 
law.. Upon seizing the transit lines, the state 
went on paying employes the wage rates of the 
long dead contract. 

To be consistent with the law and previous 
state action, Gov. Smith had no recourse but 
to uphold the principle of full retroactivity re- 
garding the 7-cent pay rise. If his proposal is 
accepted, the Public Service Commission can 
proceed with the fare case, and the St. Louis 
transit system will be closer to stable operation. 
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Of Ashby-de-Lazouch We Sing 


A dispatch from Ashby-de-Lazouch (pro- 
nounced to rhyme with hooch), in England, re- 
ports that blue rain fell from a blue sky last 
Sunday.

Now let us run over our three-in-one song 
once lightly. The lyric should go about as fol- 
lows: “Blue rain is falling, like tears upon my 
heart, tears that are hot and galling, because we 
had to part, falling out of a sky of blue, the 
same, my dear, as I fell for you. And after the 
blue rain’s vanished there'll just be the blue, 
blue sky, where the bluebird—that’s for happi- 
ness—will sing for you and I. While the blue 
rain’s falling I hear you softly calling, so carry 
me back to that vine-covered shack where we 
can bill and smooch, away down south in Ashby- 
de-Lazouch.”

Jefferson Would Have Rejoiced 


Results of an Elmo Roper poll of public 
opinion on the American educational system are 
cause for jubilation among those persons who 
have been battling to improve this country’s 
schools. For the poll, published in the current 
issue of Life, indicates that in a wide range of 
matters affecting education, most Americans are 
fully aware of what is needed, and, equally im- 
portant, what is not needed. 

Americans, the poll indicates, believe that 
their school teachers are underpaid, and that 
higher salaries as well as new buildings are 
necessary. Rejecting too much emphasis on 
either purely vocational training or old-style 
academic courses, they believe the schools should 
develop pupils’ personalities and teach the basic 
stuff of education—the humanities, natural 
sciences and social sciences. 

They believe that a teacher's training for her 
job is important, but not as important as how 
she handles children. With this healthy refusal 
to be overly-impressed by academic degrees is 
an equally healthy refusal to worry about morals. 
family background, religion or political beliefs 
in selecting a teacher. 

Only a discouragingly small 57 per cent of 
those questioned had ever heard of propogals 
for Federal aid to education, but those who had 
were in favor, and opposed giving federal money 
to church schools. A majority thinks, in the 
spirit of the Constitution, that classes in religion 
have no place in the public schools. 

The number of persons who opposed racial 
segregation’ in the schools was larger than those 
who favored it on a nation-wide basis, and the 
fact that opposition to segregation was largest 
among young persons indicates that the ranks 
of the opposition growing. 

All in all, this poll is a satisfying reaffirma- 
tion of the wisdom of democracy. The voice of 
the people may be drowned out at times by 
noisy special interest, pressure groups, and die- 
hard opponents of change. But the people, none- 
theless, are choosing carefully and well 
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America Needs More Divisions

divisions for “minimum security” in defensive war; nation does not 
have this many troops ready for instant use; lesson of Korea is that 
we need to strengthen Army, not return to comforting economies.

WASHINGTON. 

In the spring of 1948, when he was Chief 
of Staff of the Army, Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley informed the House Armed Services 
Committee that the Army had “lost much 
of its combat effectiveness (and) become 
primarily an administrative rather than a 
military force.” 

He pointed out that aerial bombers are 
not nearly enough to defend a nation and 
that*a primary need, long before a war be- 
gins, is a trained, equipped, and disciplined 
Army. 

He told Congress that for its “minimum 
security missions” for a defensive war, and 
not an aggressive one at all, the Army 
needed 18 divisions “equipped and trained 
for instant deploy- 
ment.” Even this 
would be merely “a 
plug in the dike un- 
til we rallied suffi- 
cient and effective 
reserves.” In World 
War II we had 89 
divisions engaged. 

It became clear in 
April, 1948, that Con- 
gress would not pro- 
vide 18 regular divi- 
sions or anything 
like it. Later in the 
spring, therefore, 
Gen. Bradley, while 
repeating his esti- Gen. Bradley 
mate of a need for 18 divisions ready 
for “instant deployment,” asked for only 
12 regular divisions and six additional 
guard or reserve divisions at a high state 
of readiness. 


Defeats from Congress. 


He got neither, much less the 25-division 
programme whtich he had expected to fol- 
low the other. He took another defeat on 
his plan for a mobile striking force at 
home for which he asked for four times 
as many troops as were them in such a 
category. . 

He sought also universal military train- 
ing with the argument that a nation which 
gets along with a small peacetime standing 
force (that is, 18 divisions) must at least 
train reserves on a grand scale. He took 
yet another defeat. 

We do not have 18 divisions “equipped 
and trained for instant deployment.” If 
official announcements are correct, we do 
not even have quite that number in exist- 
ence. 

It must be remembered that the four di- 
visions which we had in Japan have ail 
been in battle in Korea. So have the Sec- 
ond Division, the Fifth Regimental Combat 
Team, the First Marines, and undesignated 
“additional units” of Army and Marines 
which had been our mobile reserve. By 
simple subtraction from the very small mo- 
bile reserve which was m the United States 
in mid-June, we find that the present re- 
serve in this country is very small indeed. 


Is It Safe to Wait? 


Thus far there is no official announce- 
ment of it, but it seems extremely doubt- 
ful that the President plans to ask for 
more than a very few additional divisions 
before the new year, efther guard, reserve, 
or regular. And this in spite of the official 
declaration that a “substantial” number of 
American troops will go to Europe for the 
encouragement of our Western European 
allies. Where a “substantial” number will 
come from is not stated. 

The rapid provision of more divisions, 
whether for Europe ‘or a home reserve, ad- 
mittedly would not be easy. Early equip- 
ment with certain weapons of a new de- 
sign is a problem (as it was in 1940). Pro- 
vision of competent training officers in 
— number is another (as it was in 


For ideal results, adequate cadres of vet- 
erans and adequate stacks of the newest 
tanks and anti-tank and anti-aircraft equip- 
ment would be; . It can be 
doubted that either will be found (exactly 
as in 1940). But it aiss can be doubted 
that it is safe to; wait for ideal conditions. 


Major equipment problems are with us 
now, in spite of the dreadful lessons of 
1939, when the Army was much worse off 
than it is today. Little was learned from 
the lesson or from 1917. But undoubtedly 
our existing shortages have influenced our 
planners, who are not anxious to bring 
troops out for training before their full 
supply of new weapons is at hand. 

Expense is a factor. More than 40 per 
cent of the Army budget goes for food, 
clothing, lodging, transportation—the mere 
maintenance of the soldier. There is a 
natural desire, then, not to take on that 
unproductive obligation until the remain- 
ing 60 per cent can be spent advantage- 
ously. 

Yet thrift is not the sole guide. One is 
impressed by Gen. Bradley’s epigram in 
the current Combat Forces Journal that 
“men without weapons are helpless, but 
weapons without men are nothing.” It sug- 
gests that it might be a good thing to pro- 
vide new troops with the best training 
they can get with existing weapons, of 
which there is a vast store, while waiting 
for superior weapons to come from the 
factories. 


“Men Without Weapons.” 


Morale is also a recognized risk. Having 
too many troops idle, instead of at their 
normal civilian work, undoubtedly lowers 
their morale. Yet in so unpredictable a 
world as Korea has proved this to be, it 
would seem that there are greater risks in 
having too few troops in training. 

One is tempted to say that while Ameri- 
can victory in Korea is a memorable de- 
feat for Communism, our behavior in 
victory might constitute a staggering de- 
feat for America. 

That is, America now is fairly well 
started on a rearming programme which 
was dreadfully needed. If we are over- 
stimulated by this victory over a small 
Asian foe, and reduce our rearming pro- 
gramme, the result can be disastrous. 

The need is not for settling back com- 
fortably in another economy programme, 
but for much greater effort. The Army 
asked for too little in the regular 1951 
budget. Congress was ready to give more, 
but was not asked to. Hence Korea forced 
a supplemental budget. It still was too 
small. 

The second supplemental comes some- 
where near our proper needs. It is expen- 
sive, but less so than war. It must not 
be set aside like the ill-fated requests of 
1939.

Courtship of Stevenson 
THE STEVENSONS: LOUIS AND FANNY, by Laura 1. 

Hinckley. (Hastings House, New York, 340 pgs., $3.75.) 

The late Laura L. Hinckley’s new book, 
which was in the hands vf her publishers 
before her death, endeavors to retell the 
biography of Robert Louis Stevenson, lay- 
ing particular stress upon his courtship 
and marriage of the charming American 
woman, Mrs. Fanny Osbourne. 

hat story itself is interesting enough 
to carry the book—indeed, it has already 
carried several, Enough emphasis is here 
placed on Mrs. Osborne and her family to 
make it clear that Stevenson fell in love, 
‘not with the prototype of rootless, wander- 
ing,°unhappily married American woman- 
kind, but with a woman of much personal 
substance.

Perhaps some of these defects 
would have been dealt with if a final re- 
vision had been possible. ’ 

The familiar problem, which our com- 
mercial society still seems disinclined to 
esolve, of how an artist can make a living 
and keep his integrity, was present even 
in Stevenson’s life. It is tragte to think 
that this gifted, ill man should have been 
tormented all his life, despite early and 
generous success, by financial problems 
which intensified the artistic ones. Most 
men have financial problems, to be sure, 
and an artist must take his share; but 
there is no doubt that they are intensified 
by the artist’s necessarily disinterested 
way of life. Not caring primarily for money, 
he neglects it, and thus is forced, even 
when he makes money, to pay more at- 
tention to it than a disinterested art can 
usually bear. 

Laura L. Hinckley’s love of her Subject 
gives her book a tone of enthusiasm for 
the man, his wife, and his ‘writings. It 
would be graceless of us not to acknowl- 
edge with thanks the disinterested effort 
which has thus directed our eyes again 
to the life and work of Robert Louis 
Stevenson.

These pressures had two effecg 
on Turkey. They stiffened ana 
unified the resistance of its peo- 
ple. And they forced the Turkish 
Government to spend more than 
its impoverished people could af- 
ford on military preparedness. 
Turkey had made several urgent 
requests for American loans but 
had not yet received any. 

If the’ United States had 
acted in the Greek crisis and 
ignered Turkey’s plight, the 
Kremlin might have under- 
stood our action to mean that 
we were not interested in the 
continued independence of the 
Turkish people. That would 
have been a_ mistaken and 
dangerous idea. 

This was the situation when. 
on March 12, 1947, President 
Truman went before a joint 
session of the Congress to an- 
nounce what has become known 
as the Truman Doctrine. 


The Truman Doctrine was a 
proposal to send military and 
economic aid to Greece and 
Turkey. But it was much more 
than that. It was a policy of 
American support to “free 
peoples who are resisting at- 
tempted subjugation by armed 
minorities or by outside pres- 
sures.”’ 

This was nothing less than a 
decision to try to prevent the 
piecemeal murder of indepen- 
dent nations, a decision based, 
as the President said, on a 
“frank recognition that totali- 
tarian regimes imposed on free 
peoples, by direct or indirect 
aggression, undermine the foun- 
dations of international peace 
and hence the security of the 
United States.”

HE only thing the matter with “Pulitzer Prize

WHILE THOSE TWO have perhaps the greatest 
value on a marquee, the rest of the by no means 
unknown cast were pretty wonderful, too. I 
should like especially to plant a little kiss on the 
cheek of Nydia Westman, who played Penny Syca- 
more with wild abandon. There were also some 
fine performances by Joseph Buloff and Joan 
McCracken. As I remarked earlier, no expense 
was spared. 

“You Can’t Take It With You”—you must have 
heard some rumors about this—is a tale about 
a man who won't pay his taxes, which he considers 
foolish, and advises everyone to take it . easy. 
George S. Kaufman and Moss Hart brought it to 
Broadway in 1936. The critics, while recognizing 
the superb craftsmanship and inspiration of the 
play, complained that it didn’t have much of a 
message. In those days—depression days—the mes- 
Sage was considered essential. Just like Western 
Union. Telegrams and plays contained messages. 
Or they contained nothing. 


* * * 


TODAY, THAT MALARKEY has sensibly been 
modified. A play has other things on its mind. 
Still—for reasons I’m still working on—the play 
has a message today where it didn’t in 1936. Relax 
and enjoy yourself, kid. In 1936, that philosophy 
was treasonable; today, it’s just subversive. 


I believe one of the reasons I enjoyed “You 
Can’t Take It With You” on television so much 
is simply because no one else in recent years has 
advised me to take it easy—my natural instinct 
—-in a long time. “You Can’t Take It With You” 
is a paean to individualism. There has been 
nothing like that since 1880 when individualism 
was considered reasonably sacred. 


* * * 


BUT LET’S GET BACK to the show. “Pulitzer 
Prize Playhouse” was opened with more ceremony 
than any television program to date. Editors and 
publishers and radio and television columnists 
were disgorged on the city from places as far 
away as California, and you know how far away 
that is. Speeches were made py all sorts of 
prominent people, including Joseph Pulitzer, editor 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, and Erwin Uihlein, 
president of Schlitz, the beer that made Milwaukee 
famous. (1 was born in Milwaukee and along with 
Alfred Lunt, Jack Carson, Edna Ferber and some 
other ex-Milwaukeeans, I have been trying to out- 
distance the fame of Schlitz for years. All of us, 
in leaving our homes, kiss our mothers on the 
cheek and say: ‘Mother, when I return, Milwaukee 
will be famous for having produced me rather 
than Schlitz’ None of us has ever succeeded in 
living up to this boast.) 


To get back to “Pulitzer Prize Playhouse,” the 
only thing that was missing at this opening was 
Charles Coburn leaving his footprint on wet 
cement. This is a new thing in television—these 
magnificant premieres—and they are certainly sig- 
nificant. I remember way back when you couldn't 
even get a cameraman to go to a television opening, 
short of paying him money.

“PULITZER PRIZE PLAYHOUSE” will run out 
of Pulitzer Prize plays but, fortunately, is not 
limited to them. You'll also see dramatizations 
of Pulitzer Prize novels and Pulitzer Prize news 
stories.

TS no wonder the average 

man approaches the croquette 

with suspicion, if not actual 
fear. For many years the Little 
Woman has looked upon the cro- 
quette as a handy catch-all for 
left-overs, and Friend Husband 
has been the victim. 

The most insiduous thing about 
the Little Woman’s croquettes is 
the fact they all taste alike. The 
chicken croquette tastes just like 
the cheese croquette, and vice 
versa, and both of them taste a 
little like moulded sawdust held 


who is more interested 
element of chance than in what 
he eats, can approach a croquette 
with any degree of fortitude. The 
average croquette appeals to the 
gambler and not the gourmet. 

This doesn’t have to be the 
case, however. A croquette can 
be a delight when properly made, 
and it’s flavor can even bear out 
its label. Such, for instance, as 
the lobster croquette, which is an 
asset to any meal, and which is 
made like this: 

Boil three medium sized pota- 
toes, drain them dry, and rub 
them through a strainer. Add to 
them the chopped meat of a 
cooked lobster, two beaten eggs. 
a tablespoon of sour cream, a 
tablespoon of chopped chives and 
salt and pepper to taste. 

Now form the croquettes in 
pear shape—this is the tradition- 
al shape for croquettes, and I 
guess it’s as good a shape as any 
—and dust them with flour. Paint 
them with beaten egg, roll them 
in crumbs, and fry them in deep 
fat until they’re golden brown. 
Stick a clove in the top of each 
one, and the result will do much 
to restore the good name of the 
croquette.

All you have to do to make a 
good chicken or turkey croquette 
is use enough of either to justify 
re name. The process is as fol- 
Ows: 


Melt three tablespoons of but- 
ter in a sauce pan, stir in four 
tablespoons of flour, and add 
gradually, while stirring, a cup 
of hot chicken stock. Keep on 
stirring the sauce until it is thick 


and smooth. Now add a half cup 
of heavy cream and three cups— 
no less—of ground cooked chick- 
en or turkey meat. Next, a table- 
spoon of chopped shallots, a 
fourth of a cup of grated coconut, 
a teaspoon of lemon juice, a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley and salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Mix these well, take them off 
the fire and cool a little, and stir 
in three egg yolks beaten lightly. 
Spread the mixture in a shallow 
pan and stick it in the refrigera- 
tor. When it’s cold, mould it into 


them in flour. Beat together an 
egg and a fourth of a cup of milk 
and a tablespoon of oil, and paint 
the croquettes with it. Roll them 
in bread crumbs. Place a few 
croquettes in a wire frying 
basket, give them the works in 
deep fat until they’re browned. 
Drain them on absorbent paper, 
serve them with chutney, and 
you'll hear no more coarse jokes 
about chicken croquettes. 
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IF YOU LIKE sweetbreads, 
you'll like them in croquettes. 
Try it this way: Soak three pairs 
of sweetbreads in cool water for 
half an hour, changing the water 
frequently. Drain them well and 
parboil them in salted water, the 
juice of half a lemon and a 
bouquet of one bay leaf, three 
sprigs of parsley and a sprig of 
thyme, tied together. Plunge 
them, when done, into cold water. 
remove the membranes and cut 
them into little cubes. 


Now, combine the cubes with 
two tablespoons of chopped shal- 
lots, a tablespoon of chopped 
parsley, and two cups of thick 
white sauce, seasoned with cay- 
enne. Chill the mixture and 
shape it into croquettes. Dip them 
in flour and coat them with the 
same egg and milk and oil mix- 
ture mentioned above. Roll them 
in fine breadcrumbs and fry them 
in deep hot fat in a wire basket. 
Serve them with caper sauce and 
you'll see what I mean. 
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A GOOD DISH for Friday is 
cheese croquettes, made like this: 
Melt a fourth of a cup of butter, 
add three-fourths of a cup of 
flour and two cups of milk and 
cook it, stirring it until it's 
smooth and thick. Add a little 
salt and a can of soy cheese, cut 
into cubes. Let it stand until it’s 
cold and stiff and then mould it 
into pear shapes, or, if you want 
to fly in the face of tradition, 
into cylinders, cones, balls or 
squares. Roll them in a beaten 
egg and then cracker crumbs. Fry 
them in either deep fat or brown 
them in a buttered pan in the 
oven. Serve with tomato sauce.

Washington, D. C. It seems to 
me that the regulations restrict- 
ing residents of the District of 
Columbia from participating in 
the Government works a hardship 
on those permanent residents who 
may have no desire to enter Gov- 
ment service but who must carry 
on a business. 


In the early days the District 
of Columbia was just the nation’s 
capital. The idea of not giving 
people who lived there a vote in 
the management of their affairs 
was felt to be necessary to make 
it impossible to build up a group 
of people who could be manipu- 
lated as a political force. Now 
there are still a great many Gov- 
ernment employes who have their 
roots in their homes outside of 
the district, but there also are 
many under civil service who 
make their homes there and who 
belong to a variety of political 
parties.

HAVING THE District of Co- 
lumbia a sort of stepchild of Con- 
gress has not really led to very 
good conditions. With the growth 
of the city, in population and 
commercially, there has arisen the 
need of more: and more institu- 
tions of various kinds. Instead of 
being shining examples of the 
best we can do in this country 
many of these are little short of 
the worst. The people of the 
district, who would naturally be 


interested in them, have no vote 
and, anyway, no one in Congress 
is really obligated to listen to 
them.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HE average canasta player 
T oes out too soon. The 100- 

point bonus for doing so is 
unimportant; going out should be 
a defensive measure by the side 
that is, or fears itself to be, at 
a disadvantage if the deal con- 
tinues. The biggest excitement 
(next to battling for an enormous 
pack) comes when the stock dwin- 
dies down and one side battles 
to keep the deal going while the 
other struggles to go out, or at 
least to run out the clock with- 
out being too badly beaten. There 
is ample opportunity for skillful 
strategy in this end-game. 

For example, suppose you hold: 


The stock is down to three 
cards. You have made three ca- 
nastas, including one in jacks, 
and you have an excellent board. 
Both you and your partner have 
full hands. Your opponents have 
melds in tens, eights, sevens, and 
sixes. Their only canasta base is 
in tens, and you have melded 
four tens; they'll need three wild 
cards to complete that canasta 
and you know their wild cards 
are few and far between. Since 
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both their hands are reduced, you 
have been squeezing valuable dis- 
cards out of them in turn after 
turn; but the upcard doesn't seem 
particularly valuable, because it’s 
another jack. It will let you take 
a four-card frozen pack, but 
there’s nothing of much value in 
it and perhaps a draw from the 
stock, will let you complete one 
of several promising natural ca- 
nastas. What should you do? 

The answer is, by all means 
take the pack. Not so much for 
its value to vou, but because, in 
order to prolong the deal to its 
utmost, you must have a pack 
that is not frozen when the stock 
is exhausted. If the pack is 
frozen, vou cannot “force” your 
opponents. If it is not frozen, vou 
can discard cards that match their 
previous melds, and they are com- 
pelled to pick up such cards. 
Their discards, in turn, should en- 
able you to complete some addi- 
tional canastas. 

The cardinal rule for the side 
with the advantage, therefore, is 
to see that the pack is not frozen 
as the stock nears its end. 

Question: What is a ‘‘double- 
freeze?” 

Answer: Actually there is no 
such thing. The term is incor- 
rectly used to describe a pack 
that is frozen to both sides be- 
cause neither has yet made its 
initial meld, and is also frozen 
because it contains a wild card 
or red three. But the manner 
in which a pack is frozen does 
not change the requirements for 
taking it.

I excitedly 
thought maybe Seoul would soon 
again be free. 

On July 9 on one of my in- 
creasingly rare walks I saw a 
bedraggled column of 80 Ameri- 
can prisoners of war being 
marched past the front of the Na- 
tional Bank, apparently en route 
from Seoul railroad station to 
prison. Two prisoners at the head 
of the column carried a sign in 
Korean which read: “Immediately 
stop invasion of American mili- 
tarism in Korea.” 

The Americans, dressed in bat- 
tle fatigues, walked dejectedly. 
Most were bareheaded and some 
had only Korean rubber soled 
shoes. Their hands were not 
bound but armed North Korean 
guards marched alongside them. 

Like all my friends, my “dis- 
guise” was a laborer’s dress— 
open necked shirt, dirty pants

ymity was our goal. 

Quickly events made me re- 
alize I could not stay long in 
Seoul. These included: 

1. One of my friends was 
grabbed on the street and forced 
into the North Korean army. He 
managed to escape and tell about 
it. How many other friends suf- 
fered the same fate and could not 
escape I may not know for some 
months. | 

2. Communist members of the 
local neighborhood administra- 
tion came regularly to check on 
who was living in our house. My 
wife told them I had gone to the 
country to get rice and had not 
come back. 

3. Every four or five days 
some person -from the neighbor- 
ing households was taken to 
forced labor groups to build shel- 
ters and transport ammunition. 

4. Reports reached me that all 
persons who had worked for 
American organizations were be- 
ing rounded up if they did not 
voluntarily turn themselves in to 
Communist authorities to ‘“con- 
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fess” their reactionary activities. 

On the morning of July 11 I 
started on foot from Seoul toward 
the south. By 5 p.m. I had trav- 
eled 25 miles to the outskirts of 
Suwon and began looking for a 


restaurant. 

Suddenly two men in civilian 
clothing came to me. One asked 
me where I was coming from. I 
told them I come from Seoul to 
buy rice. 

One said, “we are members of 
the political bureau and since you 
have no identification ‘papers we 
have to take you back to Seoul.” 

They had no _ transportation, 
but hailed a truck headed toward 
Seoul and ordered me to climb 
in back with them. I could see 
their pistols under their jackets 
and realized it would be fruitless 
to try to escape.

RAVELING, I sat quietly in a 
T corner and tried to appear as 

weak and unresisting as pos- 
sible. ¥ could see the men eyeing 
my watch, so I took it off and 
gave it and my fountain pen to 
them as well as a 40,000 won 
(about $25) bracelet I had. 

They laughed at me when I 
told them I was just an ordinary 
worker and in no, way could be 
suspected by them.

I remained hiding in that house 
about a month and finally could 
not stand it any longer. 

On Sept. 18 I decided to risk 
going home. e 

I knew nothing of the landings 
by United Nations forces at 
Inchon three days before but as 
I made my way home I caught 
a fragment of conversation in 
hushed tones between two old 
men in the market place. They 
were talking about the Ameri- 
can amphibigus landing. 

The news seemed too good to 
be true. 

My wife was surprised to see 
me. She had no way of knowing 
whether I was dead or alive. She, 
too, had heard rumors of land- 
ings. But it still was dangerous 
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and I hid again between the 
ceiling and floor of my home. 

On Sept. 26 I could hear 
machine gun fire and learned 
street-fighting was raging in 
Seoul. 

The next evening I ventured 
out briefly and from the hill 
where my house is situated I 
could see fires raging and flashes 
of explosions. Neighbors said 
Americans already were at nearby 
South Mountain, a 15 minute 
walk from my house. 

I realized I might be shot by 
mistake by Americans but I could 
not wait. I made my way to 
South Mountain by a backway 
trail I knew. 

Suddenly a voice rang out. 

“Hey, there.” 

An American marine came 
walking down the trail looking 
for a well with water in it. I 
grabbed his hand and tried to ex- 
pressed my welcome. 

He was Sgt. Lawrence Lewis 
of Oklahoma, a member of the 
First Marine Division, and to me 
he symbolized return of freedom 
to me, my friends and to Seoul.

Now, before drawing trumps, 
south laid down the ace of hearts, 
simply on the chance that he 
would later be able to trap West. 
The latter, however, being an ex- 
pert, looked at this unusual play 
with dark suspicion! Why should 
South be cashing side aces before 
touching trumps? West saw the 
danger of keeping the heart king 
blank and inviting a throw-in 
play, so he boldly unblocked the 
king on the ace. - 

South was a little disappointed 
at this turn of events, but he drew 
trumps in two leads and then ex- 
ited with his last heart. East took 
the trick and led another round 
of hearts, which South ruffed. , 

Since West had escaped the 
throw-in play, South now had to 
solve the diamond situation for 
himself. Presumably, West had 
one of the missing honors, if not 
both—but who had the nine-spot? 
If West, then South could lead 
toward dummy and put in the 
eight; but if East had the diamond 
nine, the play of the eight would 
be fatal. 

It was a difficult guess, but 
South decided that since East was 
marked with four diamonds 
against West’s three, there was 
greater chance that East had the 
diamond nine. On that analysis, 
South led to dummy’s diamond 
10, and after East had taken the 
trick with the queen, he was 
fixed. A heart return was hope- 
less, so East led back a low dia- 
mond. South ducked, and West 
had to play the king to force 
dummy’s ace.
